anchorage awaiting a charter, toppled 
over and went to the bottom. The ship 
through a false economy had very lit- 
tle ballast. It cost about naif the orig- 
inal value of the ship to raise and re- 
pair her.

heeled over and went to the bottom,,

New York divine places It. And herein 
is food for thought The woman nho 
was a suitable help to the man of the 
Htone age fails conspicuously in render- 
ing to her companion of today that 
assistance commanded by God and 
nowhere forbidden by nature It is the 
'unreasonable fancies" of those peo- 
ple who Insist tha. man alone shall 
advance Into civilization while women 
lemailn ever In the primitive ages, that 
,ire unscientific and unphllosophical.

Yet with the roost sublime obtuse- 
ness and Inconsistency the ministeri- 
al gentleman, af'er building1 up an 
ideal woman on the lines of the virtues 
and those alone which existed in the 
favorite slaves who dwelt In the tents 
of Isiael lo' these tens of hundreds of 
KenerationH ago,' admonishes young 
men to be sure to "respect" her, besides 
loving her as hard as ever he can. This 
profound respect, which she Is less 
than a true woman If she hoee not in- 
spire and inforce," seems to him com- 
patible with the inferiority, the non- 
entity and the bralnlessness and voice- 
lessness In the affairs of the world— 
which he der-ms suitable for the moth- 
ers of the race.

Mr.'Van De Water says that If •? o- 
men will be contented to remain T o- 
men 
they can move the men tlat 
move the world. "Constituted as re 
men are, we need the refining influer ce 
of -women. The more we can have of It 
the better for u.n." But that is exac ly 
what the modern development of J u- 
manlty, including the need of politl :al 
equality of the sexes, tells us. The 
strongest minded woman of us all, (< h! 
strange phrase of obloquy,) asks 10 
greater concession. So the metropcli- 
tan evanrel may be considered to have 
granted, himself, the very proposition 
ie started out to controvert. "Tie 
more they can have of it the better lor 
them" Is precisely why, after extend! i«r

the home, art, literature, the ehurjh 
and every other institution in life, ttie 
influence of the woman half must be 
acknowledged and permitted on ecu al 
terms In* the public affairs of the co n- 
munlty.

But In reality -wo- 
men are already "in politics" becatse 
they are In life, there are no public i_f- 
fair» that do not concein tnem equal y, 
and woman's Influence will be used in 
the best way, the only worthy wi y, 
and in a way that will not change her 
nature one lota, when It comes to ccn- 
sist in her depositing her annual bal ot 
dn the ballot box, and being acknov l- 
edged worthy to do so.

Dennis Spencer Succumbs 


to a Stroke of 


Apoplexy. 


H* Wa»;Promlnant In Political and 


Le)*al Clrol»« In This 


State. 


Dennis Spencer, the well known lawyer 
and politician, nrho resides in Nap*, 
passed away this morning under a stroke 
of apoplexy. 


While seated In hi* law office, 5(8 Cali- 


fornia street, San Francisco, yesterday 
afternoon, the first premonition of ap- 
proaching Illness came with a (light 
stroke of the malady. 
Dr. Winslow Anderson was called in, 
and upon his advice Mr. Spencer was re- 
moved to his rooms In the Lick House, 
where he went to bed. 
At 8 o'clock he felt so much better that 
he arose, but within half an hour another 
more severe stroke came, which resulted 
fatally. 
Up to 1 o'clock in the morning he sank 
rapidly, and death relieved his sufferings 
twenty minutes later. 
The direct cause was the rupture of a 
blood vessel in the brain. 
The family of the dying man were noti- 
fied, but as'they were at the country home 
with Hie exception of the eldest son, he 
was the only relative to reach the death 
bed In time 
The deceased leaves a wife, a mother, 
two daughters, Helen Spencer and Kate 
Jewell, and two sons, Lloyd and Searles. 
This untimely death removes one of Cal- 
ifornia's most influential citizens and a 
host of sorrowing friends join with the 
family in their grief. He was a native 
of Jackson County, Missouri, where he 
was born August 22, ISM.

Delving m the musty tomes of the 


city and county archive*, County Ex- 
pert Fred A. Davis has discovered that 
since 1879, the city of Oakland has col- 
lected from Alameda County the sum 
of J3714 for the holding of preliminary 
examinations. The records, however, 
have npt been exhausted but acting on 
the advice of District Attorney Snook. 
the matter will be pursued no further 
for the time being, because there isVet 
some uncertainty as to whether or not 
the statute of limitations would run 
asalnst claims so far In the past and 
perhaps of a later data. 


Mr. Snook will look further Into the 
matter and when he has decided as to 
what ought to be' done In the premises, 
Mr. Davis will be governed by the opin- 
ion. 


The examination made by Mr. Davis 
showed that 
during the year from 
March 1, 1892 to March 1,1893, there were 
no bills for this kind of work presented 
and consequently there were no claims 
allowed. It is well known, however, 
that during that time there were a num- 
ber of criminal caaea brought up In the 
Police Court.- 


Another interesting discovery made 
was that from July 1, isw to January 
3, 1890, the claims amounted to J63. 
On the bill based upon these claims, 
in the pigeonholes of the Police Court, 
Mr. Davis found this indorsement: "Re- 
jected by the Board of Supervisors be- 
cause of the decision of the Supreme 
Court In the case of the People vs. R.

She took the regular course, which Ina 
few years enabled her to graduate from 
that Institution an o.no of hs brightest 


Before graduating she evinced 


a sironc desire to enter the University 
for a, more extended education. 
Her 


teacher encouraged this ambition, and 
recommended thait she should attend 
for a few weeks on s. course of history 
lectures given at the University. .She 
finally concluded to take the regular ex- 
amination and enter for a full course 
In that Institution. She was so well ad- 
vanced that she wa» admitted as a 
"first section" student. In about three 
and a half years she has completed the 
regular four years course and Is about 
to graduate from the- University with 
more >t'han an average standing. 


Durlna this course the blind young 


student has been obliged to employ a 
reader, and has met the expense by 
earning about J23 a month in giving 
private lessons.

Iwo Remarkable Marino Disasters 


Three or four years ago-a. new Brit- 


ish steel merchant ship which had dis- 
charged a cargo In 
San 
Francisco, 


•while being- moved to a more remote 
anohorag-e awaiting- a charter, toppled 
over and went to the bottom. The ship 
through a false economy had very lit- 
tle ballast. It cost about naif the orig- 
inal value of the ship to raise and re- 
pair her. 


A tern- dayg ago another British mer- 


chant uteel ship while riding at an- 
chor In the Bay of San Francisco, 
heeled over and went to the bottom, 
involving the loss ot six lives. A naval 
commission is now sitting to ascertain 
the cause of the loss. There was an 
April squall at the time, but not such 
as to endanger other shipping In thc 
bay. Tho ship had 230 tons of ballast 
on board, presumably all her canvas 
had been stowed away as she was on 
the list of idle ships. 


Hero was a new modern built steel 


ship riding at anchor, 
"under bare 


poles," that toppled over and went down 
In the bay by reason of a moderate 
April squall. There must have been 
some radical defect In thc model of a 
vessel that would turn up her keel 
under such circumstances and so to 
the bottom. It had the reputation of a 
"cranky" ship. That reputation seems 
to have been pretty well sustained In 
spite of the 250 tons of ballast that 
could not keep the craft right side up 
while rldlnc at anchor.

Delving in the musty tomes of the 


city and county archives, County Ex- 
pert Fred A. Davis has discovered that 
since 1S79, the city of Oakland has col- 
1?Ct«£,fr?m fAlameda County the sum 
of J3<14 for the holding of preliminary 
examinations. The records, however 
have not been exhausted but acting on 
the advice of District Attorney Snook, 
the matter will be pursued no further 
for the time being, because there isVet 
some uncertainty as to whether or rot 
the statute of limitations would run 
against claims so far in the past and 
perhaps of a later dat=. 


Mr. Snook will look further Into the 


matter and when he has decided as to 
what ought to be' done In The premises, 
Mr. Davis will be governed by the opin- 
ion. 


The examination made by Mr. Davis 
showed that 
during the year from 


March 1, 1852 to March 3,1893, there were 
no bills for this kind of work presented 
and consequently there were no claims 
allowed. It is well known, however, 
that during that time there were a num- 
ber of criminal cases brought up In the 
Police Court.- 


Another interesting discovery made 
was that from July 1, 1859 to January 
3, 1S90. the claims amounted to J63. 
On the bill based upon these claims, 
in the pigeonholes of the Police Court, 
Mr. Davis found this Indorsement: "Re- 
jected by the Board of Supervisors be- 
cause of the decision of the Supreme 
Court in the case of the People vs. R.

business, as Walsh & Son, have been ar- 
rested and arraigned before Magistrate 
Mott on a charge of larceny. 


The complainant is James A. Walsh, 


a manufacturer of bags. He claims'that 
the defendants sold 500 shares of Dls- 
tilllnjr and Cattle-Feeding stock, valued 
at J9SOO. belonging to him, and tailed to 
pay over to him the proceeds. 
' Th" accused Walshs said they were 
not ready to go on with an examina- 
tion and asked that the case go over 
until today. 
| Mr Walsh then asked the court if his 
examination could not be at another 
time, as his son had ruined him and he 
d'd not TS ish to have their examination 


I together. 


I Magistrate Mott agreed and fixed ball 
I at $10,000 each. The father at once fur- 
I irishtd the required amount, but made 
no effort to keep his son from going 
to jail. 


The complainant Walsh said he first 


began to do business in. 1894 He de- 
posited with them $5000 and gave them 
orders to buy and sell shares on his ao 
count, putting up margins until the fall 
of 18S5. when he had a credit with them 
of about 1^3,000. 


The dealings were principally Jn sugar 


and Distilling and Cattle-reeding stock 
They always give him notices of sales 
and purchases made to his account, but 
never had they informed him from 
whom the sharesrivere purchased or to 
whom sold. On December 21st last the 
firm of Walsh & Son, made an assign- 
ment. 


In an affidavit Mi. Walsh, the com- 


plainant, says: "At a meeting when it 
was claimed tho firm had been ruined 
by the son's bad speculations, I stated to 
Mi Waksh that If ho or ihls son could 
show me where they had lost In stocks 
or SDPCulatlon I would not only give 
them timp. but would loan, them 55000 
to resume business. 


"I placed an expert on the books a-nd 


he could not find by them, where any 
stocks or shares had ever been cither 
purchased Of sold for 
my 
account. 


When asked where the blotter was, Mr. 
Walsh said he did not keep a blotter. 
The expert informed me that the books 
were fraudulently kept from day to day 
and that in no Instance did they show 
any speculations that would even have 
embarrassed the firm. 


"From all I can learn. I aim satisfied 


that instead of 'buying Blocks with my 
money, thej used it and Informed me 
that my orders had been carried out." 


Mr. Walsh, the senior member of the 


firm of Walsh &. Son, declined to make 
a statement, saying that he had been 
ruined financially by his ton's wild 
speculations and this, fresh trouble w as 
one ho did not caie to discuss. The son 
also had nothing to say.
